CHICAGO, April SB.— According to a d«- 


cltion handed el own In the Appellant Court 
by Justice Waterman, the City has the 
rljrht to regulate street roil way fares, 
nnd this power IB distinctly conferred up- 
on the City Council by the Legislature. 
This eJecUlon apparently settles for the 
time belnjr the question as to the legality 
of any ordinance that may be passed by 
the Council for reducing street railway 
fares and paves 'the way for the three 
or four cent fare measure. 


The case was that of Nathan Dean 


airalnst the 
Chicago General Hallway 


Company, and involved the right of the 
City Council to regulate street railway 
faies within the city limits. 


The Court held that the Railway and 


Warehouse Commissions had no Juris- 
diction In such matters, and that the city 
possesed the sole right to regulate fares 
charged by common carriers, according 
to the provisions of their police regula- 
tions. 


It is expected that an ordinance for a 


lower fare will soon be Introduced In the 
Council. 


The case Jutit decided is said to have 


been brought (specially for the purpose 
ot establishing a precedent In the matter, 
and the Chl<:ngo General Railway, while 
nominally the defendant, nas been Inter- 
ested In its prosecution In order to clea.r 
up as speedily as possible the doubts ex- 
isting as to the legal authority of the 
Council in regulating rat«s.

This settlement of the case Is Attri- 


butable to the untiring efforts of ex- 
Public Administrator Stanley, who, al- 
though out of office, continued with 
the case up to the last moment. 


Under the new law, banking corpora- 


ttone are required to publish In the pub- 
lic preas the names at depositors and 
other facts as to the Identity of depos- 
itors -who have not been, heard of by 
the bank officials for ten years and who 
still have money on deposit In the bank. 
In such a list of the HkbexnAa Savings 


and Loan Society of San Francleco pub- 
lished about three years ago, the then 
public a<imtnl»trator, Stanley, of Ala- 
nxeda county, discovered the name of 
"Wllltoan Eagan" with the simple ad- 
drees, "Llveiimore Valley," He Imme- 
diately concluded to try and discover 
the wiherea-bou'te of Eagarv and spur hhn 
up, If alive, to look out for the money 
which was to his credit In the bank. In 
the «vent that Eaera-n should be found 
to have died. Mr. Stanley intended to 
make an effort *o secure the money on 
deposit for the iheirs of, the deceased. 
j 


He accordingly searched through the' 


Llvermore Valley and, TVtoen he was 
about to despair of finding any trace of 
the missing man, he found a clue which 
verified the publication, but was In ef- 
fect that Bag-aji had not been a resident 
of the valley for nearly thirty years. 
This was a meagre infanrrna/tion, but In 
the main was satisfactory 
because 
Eagan's money had been, deposited In 
the Hlbernia bank in 1868. 
Mr Stanley continued bis work, traced 
Bagan to Santa Clara, thence to Mono 
County mines, thenoe to Nevada and 
finally to Utah, where, to tlh» southern 
part of -that then territory, he ascer- 
tained that Bagan, while acting as 
guide- to Government troops, had per- 
ished In the desert.

I all eager to receive the money of their 
(missing and deceased kinsman. 
^ At length a family of Eagans from 
Toronto put to an appearance and today 
satisfied Judge Greene that the head of 
their home is a brother of the missing 
roan. This member of the family testi- 
fied that there are seven other members 
of his family who have the same pro- 
portionate claim 'to 'the estate that he 
has and the money will accordingly be 
divided pro raita among the heirs as 
soon as they make good their claim. 
Pending this distribution, the money 
save with respect to two-elgihths of the 
amount, will be deposited in the county 
treasury. 
One-elgtoth will go to the 
brother who testified today, and the 
other eighth will go to the family of an 
other brother, John Eagan, of Canada 
also, who also has disappeared am 
whose whereabouts are unknown. 


Ex-Public Administrator Stanley was 
allowed $100 for his earvtoes In locating 
the heirs and Judge Green oompllmemt

Warehouse Commissions had no juris- 
diction In such matters, and that thc city 
possescd the sole right to regulate fares 
charged by common cftrrleri, according 
to the provisions of their police regula- 
tions.

One of Uit mont remarkable ludus- 


tilal chan^eH ever knr,\rn in th« history 
of the country is thai which ta going on 
in the shiftliiB of manufacturlnjc cen- 
tws frooi -the Northern to tho Southern 
States. Tho first indication of 
the 


ohanarc occurred five or «lx years ago. 
i\hen -N'orthei-n capital was Invested in 
the manufacture o£ iron In ^VJaibama. 
The difference In favor of the now loca- 
tion was, at first about ?2 a. Ian. Iron 
ore. coal a,nd lime stone In close prox- 
Imliy, made- the difference. 


When there was little competition in 


the country i* was not necebsary for the 
manufacturer to be very near to his raw 
matprl.tl. He transported cotton and 
coal '.o New Enjland, built h!« great es- 
tablishments there, and became rich by 
the salch of his poods. But when com- 
I»ftrtion becamp PO keen that he could 
not rmike a profit, then h« began to 
*eek the base of supplies. The Law- 
rence Manufacturing Comtxtny has re- 
cently closed Its great mills at Ixiwell | 
because they could not be operated at 
a profit In competition with the cotton 
mjlis of the South, whicfli were close to 
the j?rcat cotton iields, where aJso labor 
and fuel were cheaper 'than In the 
Northern States. 


This !s not the first change 
to be 


noted. It is rather a pointer toward 
other changes wh!ch peem to be Irecvlt- 
ftbl». The n>anufacturer must go close 
to the base of supplier for his raw ma- 
terial. Jt in probable tha.t for

The 


elaborate -ceremonies will extend over 
ma-ny h->urs. Pinple and gold and Jew- 
els v.111 accentuate the ccc.islon. The 
world v>ill go to Moscow to do homage 
to royalty, lilllions will be expended 
for the splendor of the celebration. The 
C/.ar will place the crown on his head 
n» the ruler of a hundred millions 
of people. 


A fow months later there •will be as- 


sembled «U Washington a hundred thou- 
sand -people -to witness the induction to 
oillco of a rie.<!dent of the UreitedStates. 
For four yea.r.-» he ivill be the virtual 
ruler of seventy millions of people. 
Tlicr^ will be little or no pomp a.nd cir- 
cumsuinco. A man in plain clothes will 
Bland up in the porch of the capital, 
take t'ho oath to support the constitu- 
tion and laws of the country. Then he 
will read an address probibly, less than 
an hem- long, outlining his policy In nn 
administration limited to four years. 
Nobody will swear fenlty to him; but he 
as ithe seiv.'int of the people, wJll be 
required to swear fealty to the country. 
A ffi.v dignitaries will shake ihands with 
the new ruler, when he will quietly 
i-otln\ 


There never could be a more etriklnsr 


contrast than this touching two rulers 
of gicat nations. The princes and no- 
bles of tlip world will not be in attend- 
ance -when the next President of the 
UnStctl States enters upon his office. 
The fe>w foreign ministers who reside 
In \Vashington, may be there, but they 
will add little to the Impresslveness of 
the occasion. It is well that the con- 
trast s-hould be as striking as possible. 
Between 
absolutism and 
desnocracy 


there Is n great gulf, Xcver in the his- 
tory of the world wn«. It broader and 
deeper than it Is now. All the pomp 
and splendor of imperialism trill not 
mako that form of govern meat any 
more desirable. Indeed, this effort -to 
nwke the crowning of the Czar the most 
splendid pageant the world has ever 
S3fn Is only a poor effort to reconcile the 
world to a form of absolutism which 
H hates as it has never hailed it before. 
It will be a grand show, which will be 
heralded to the -ends of the earth. 


The mnn who is inducted Into office 


on the next fourth of March will rep- 
resent as much real poww through the 
people, as the Czar wli represent at his 
corar.a:tion. The 
letss 
*mpressloa 
It 


makes on the public, mind the better. 
Much of it will be dormant and con- 
cealed. Even the President -n-jn hardly 
be conscious of t'he -power Trtvich he rep- 
resents. 
Lincoln was not conscious of 


it untiil he cnlled half tt million of men 
Into the field to fight .the battles of the 
country. There Is one crown which 
is givater th.in that of the Czar. It is 
the crown of liberty which descends by 
invisible hands alike upon ruler and 
people-. 


The Senate for Hirers and Harbor*. 


Thp River and Harbor bill, as re- 


parted by the Committee of the Senate, 
increases'the «ig-grega!te appropriations 
by more than two million dollars. The 
Improvements placed under t)he contract 
system have- Increased the liabilities 
from JS.504.403 to jeo.223.618. The appro- 
priation for Oakland harbor for the 
present year Is set down at J75.000. But 
this improvement is placed under the 
contract system, which involves nn ulti- 
mate expenditure of J66G.OOO. 'Wh-ilc this 
amount is not c<iual to the estimates 
made for -the entire completion of the 
harbor improvements, it will go a long 
way hi that direction. 


The controversy over the Wilming- 


ton and Santa. Monica appropriations 
has greatly <>ndaiisercd thp passage of 
tho bill.

The bill provides that the money may 
be deposited by any person over 15years 
of age in sums of not le.ss than K nor 
more than J200 on the same day, and 
llmilts the total amount which any per- 
son may have to his credit to $2000. 
Imerest Is to be paid on deposits at the 
rate of 3 per cent per annum.
